There  is  an  old  Turkish  proverb,  "6W  buildfth  the  nest 
of  the  blind  bird."  May  He  indeed  put  it  into  your  hearts 
to  help  the  little  nestlings,  too  young  even  to  make 
known  their  wants,  whose  cause  we  plead.  Never  have 
we  been  confronted  with  such  a  problem.  The  business 
depression  of  the  past  year  has  affected  every  class.  All 
charitable  institutions,  supported  by  voluntary  contri- 
butions, see  gifts,  on  which  their  very  existence  depends, 
falling  off  largely.  And  yet  never  was  there  a  greater 
need  that  such  institutions  should  open  their  doors  to 
the  widest  possible  extent  to  receive  those,  who,  in  this 
emergency,  cannot  be  cared  for  otherwise.  The  causes 
which  bring  the  rich  to  economy  are  bringing  the  poor 
to  starvation.  When  parents  are  out  of  work  for  months, 
the  older  members  of  a  family  sometimes  struggle  along 
wonderfully  with  the  help  of  an  occasional  odd  job,  and 
the  dole  of  coarse  food  which  societies  and  individuals  are 
endeavoring  to  provide,  but  it  is  the  delicate  little  ones 
that  suffer  and  die,  or  far  worse,  have  laid  the  founda- 
tions of  lives  of  wasting  disease.    A  few  weeks  ago  the 
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statement  was  made  that  scores  of  babies,  children  of 
decent  working  people,  out  of  work,  were  dying  from 
lack  of  proper  food,  warmth  and  care.  Letters  of 
inquiry  concerning  the  truth  of  this  statement  were  ad- 
dressed by  the  Babies'  Wards  to  the  leading  charitable 
associations,  who  in  the  main  confirmed  it.  The  knowi- 
edge  of  such  a  fact  places  on  the  managers  of  any 
institution  for  children  a  vital  responsibility.  We,  who 
have  undertaken  the  charge  of  the  Babies"  Wards,  must 
realize  the  grave  truth  that,  in  these  times  of  great 
emergency,  parents  who  in  general  would  deny  them- 
selves the  comforts  of  life  to  care  for  their  sick  children 
at  home,  rather  than  to  place  them  in  any  hospital, 
however  good,  are  now  bringing  their  little  ones  to  us 
in  almost  overwhelming  numbers.  Fathers,  once  strong 
men,  now  thin  and  gaunt,  mothers,  with  carefully  mended 
shawls  and  skirts,  covering  the  lack  of  any  warm  cloth- 
ing beneath,  begging  us  with  tears  and  sobs  to  save 
their  babies'  lives  by  giving  them  the  food,  warmth  and 
care  which,  by  any  sacrifice  possible,  they  can  no  longer 
furnish.  If,  knowing  these  circumstances,  we  do  not 
exert  ourselves  to  the  utmost  of  our  ability  to  provide 
such  extra  accommodations  as  may  be  possible,  if  we  do 
not  listen  to  this  cry  for  help  of  dying  children,  we  can 
but  feel  that  the  lives  of  those  who  might  have  been 
saved  will  be  required  at  our  hands. 

The  work  of  the  Babies'  Wards  is  alwa3's  open  for 
inspection.  Even  a  casual  visitor  going  through  our 
small,  often  overflowing  rooms,  must  be  touched  with  the 
patient  little  sufferers  in  every  stage  of  sickness. 

No  one,  however,  who  does  not  make  almost  daily 
visits  to  the  Hospital,  who  does  not  watch  every  detail 
of  treatment,  and  follow  the  parents  to  their  often 
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wretched  homes,  can  appreciate  the  work  actually- 
accomplished  by  the  Babies'  Wards. 

And  so  once  a  year  we  try  to  lift  the  veil  which 
shrouds,  even  from  the  eyes  of  many  of  you  who  are 
working  so  faithfully  in  their  behalf,  the  pathetic  lives 
of  these  children. 

An  army  of  litte  martyrs  indeed  has  passed  through 
our  Wards  during  the  past  year.  Many,  restored  to 
health  and  strength,  have  been  given  back  to  mothers, 
loving  them  often  as  dearly  as  you  love  your  baby; 
others  have  joined  the  angels  above,  leaving  us  the 
blessed  knowledge  that  we  have  been  able  to  alleviate 
their  sufferings,  to  soothe  the  dying  hours  of  little  ones 
who,  but  for  the  Babies'  Wards,  must  have  spent  their 
last  days  on  earth  racked  with  pain,  in  want  and  misery, 
sometimes,  alas,  cruelly  treated  by  those  who  should 
have  cared  for  them.  Holy  Innocents,  indeed  I  as  will 
be  beautifully  commemorated  in  a  ward  in  our  New 
Hospital. 

And  now  to  begin  at  the  very  beginning,  with  the 
little  hour  old  baby  too  young  even  for  a  name,  its  life 
made  possible  by  the  skill  of  a  Post-Graduate  physician 
who  performed  on  its  mother  the  wonderful  Ca.'sarean 
operation  in  the  General  Hospital  saving  both  mother 
and  child.  Tiny  and  helpless  the  little  creature  was 
at  once  brought  in  to  us,  to  receive  the  almost  unceasing 
care  which  alone  could  save  it.  Wrapped  in  cotton, 
placed  in  the  warmest  chimney  corner,  the  baby  soon 
showed  a  wonderful  vitality. 

Enveloped  in  blankets,  it  was  carried  in  every  few 
hours  to  be  nursed  by  its  mother,  not  only  giving  life 
to  the  baby  but  inexpressible  comfort  to  the  mother 
who,  relieved  of  all  anxiety  about  the  child,  recovered  in 
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a  remarkably  short  time;  and,  grateful  beyond  expres- 
sion, not  only  to  the  Post-Graduate  Doctors,  but  tothe 
Babies'  Wards,  returned  to  her  home  with  a  sweet  little 
baby,  which  but  for  these  Wards  would  perhaps  have 
opened  its  eyes  on  this  earth  only  to  close  them  at  once 
and  forever. 

If  we  could  but  have  received  our  little  Russian  Sara 
as  early  in  life  as  our  nameless  baby,  she  too  might  have 
been  saved;  but  her  short  life  furnished  such  a  touching 
example  of  a  father's  love  that  a  glimpse  of  it  must  be 
given.  Sara's  mother  died  when  she  was  but  five  days 
old,  leaving  her,  with  three  other  little  ones,  to  the  sole 
care  of  her  father,  a  tailor,  whose  hard  work  only 
brought  him  in  S7.00  a  week.  He  had  already  lost  three 
children  and  was  so  devotedly  attached  to  his  baby  Sara, 
the  legacy  of  his  dying  wife,  that  night  and  day  he 
watched  over  her,  struggling  in  the  most  pathetic  igno- 
rance to  care  for  her  himself.  Day  after  day  the  tiny 
creature  grew  weaker  and  weaker,  till  at  last  he  brought 
her  (seven  weeks  old  and  weighing  but  five  pounds)  to 
us  in  his  outstretched  arms,  imploring  us  to  save  her. 
She  was  then  in  a  moribund  condition  ;  but  what  could 
this  poor  man  do  to  make  his  dying  baby  comfortable. 
So  we  took  the  little  one  in,  and  every  device  that  medi- 
cal skill  could  suggest  .was  tried.  She  revived  somewhat 
under  the  judicious  treatment,  and  after  awhile  was 
taken  out  on  the  roof  to  lie  in  the  sun,  and  we  almost 
began  to  hope  that  the  father  s  darling  might  be  saved  ; 
but  its  constitution,  enfeebled  by  heredity,  and  the  priva- 
tions of  its  first  few  weeks,  was  so  underm.ined  that 
cure  was  impossible.  The  father  came  daily  to  see  his 
baby,  and  as  it  died  peacefully,  with  only  a  faint  little 
fluttering  of  its  tiny  hands,  the  poor  man  who  could 
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speak  no  word  of  English,  weeping  as  it  his  heart  were 
broken,  cried  out  with  a  bitter  cry,  "Ach,  meine  Sara! 
meine  Sara  1 " 

Tears  and  smiles  are  indeed  mingled  in  the  Babies' 
Wards,  for  next  come  dear  little  Rosie  and  Matilda,  our 
twin  Hungarian  Babies,  who  could  hardly  be  told  apart, 
so  sweet,  so  appealing,  with  their  tiny  arms  out- 
stretched toward  every  one  who  approached  their  cribs. 
Rosie  was  brought  in  with  severe  bronchitis,  on  the 
verge  of  pneumonia ;  but  watchful  care  and  treatment 
at  just  the  right  moment  saved  her.  and  in  a  couple  of 
weeks  she  was  ready  to  go  home  as  good  as  new.  The 
case  of  little  Matilda — with  her  blue  eyes  and  soft  hair 
curling  up  in  rings  over  her  head — was  not  as  simple. 
She  had  fallen  from  a  chair  and  fractured  the  thigh 
— one  of  those  cases  which,  if  not  skillfully  treated  and 
carefully  watched,  render  a  child  crippled  for  life  The 
little  leg  was  placed  in  an  extension,  elevated  almost  at 
right  angles,  and  weights  applied  to  keep  the  bones  in 
their  proper  relations.  For  many  days  she  was  kept  in  this 
seemingly  very  trying  position,  but  she  was  always  smil- 
ing and  cheerful,  teaching  us  all  a  lesson  with  her  sweet 
baby  patience.  Then  at  length  the  leg  couid  be  lowered 
and  she  could  lie  more  comfortably  in  her  crib ;  she 
was  full  of  life  and  affection,  bubbling  over  with  joj-ous 
little  laughs,  always  wanting  to  be  loved  and  "  cuddled 
up,"  and  when  she  left  us  with  two  beautiful,  straight 
and  very  active  little  legs,  we  felt  as  if  the  sunshine  of 
the  Ward  was  indeed  gone. 

Last  summer,  in  the  time  of  the  flowers,  came  poor 
little  Flora,  brought  to  us  by  her  mother  in  greatest  dis- 
tress, as  she  had  lost  two  other  children,  and  Flora  was 
all  she  had  left.    The  child  was  suffering  so  acutely  that 


it  was  pitiful  to  watch  her  on  the  fever  cot  where  she  lay 
moaning  and  quivering  with  pain.  An  attack  of  acute 
articular  rheumatism,  more  severe  than  had  seemed  pos- 
sible for  so  young  a  child,  made  us  feel  that  her  little  life 
might  fade  away  at  any  moment.  Her  heart  was  so 
affected  that  treatment  by  alcohol  and  mustard  baths 
could  not  be  resorted  to  for  fear  of  stopping  its  action 
entirely.  Cold  compresses  around  the  knees,  ankles  and 
wrists,  with  ice  bags  over  the  heart,  gradually  reduced 
the  fever,  and  the  moaning  grew  less  and  less  plaintive. 
Under  various  remedies  employed,  she  soon  could  sleep 
peacefully  for  a  short  time.  Then  she  was  transferred 
from  a  fever  cot  to  a  crib,  and  next,  oh,  wonderful  ad- 
v^ance,  chronicled  through  the  ward  with  delight,  asked 
for  a  "  piece  of  bread  and  butter."  The  dear  little,  gentle, 
patient  creature,  so  worn  out  with  dreadful  suffering, 
soon  began  to  smile  ; — then  propped  up  in  a  reclining 
chair  was  carried  out  and  kept  in  the  sun  in  our  tiny 
roof  garden,  and  finally  was  able  to  take  drives  in  the 
Park,  made  possible  by  a  delightful  fresh  air  gift.  These 
soon  brought  color  into  her  pale  cheeks,  and  the  mother 
received  back,  with  the  liveliest  gratitude,  her  babj-  girl, 
rescued  as  it  were  from  the  jaws  of  death. 

Then  a  glimpse  of  little  Rachel,  not  that  the  acute 
throat  trouble  from  which  she  suffered  was  the  cause  of 
agonizing  pain,  but  to  show  you  some  of  her  pretty  little 
traits  which  brightened  the  Wards.  When  she  was 
brought  to  us  she  could  not  speak  a  word  and  her 
mother  said  had  not  been  able  to  talk  for  a  month.  The 
vocal  cords  were  so  affected,  that  even  her  plaintive  cry 
could  barely  be  heard.  After  two  weeks'  treatment  she 
began  to  sing  to  herself  in  the  lowest  voice,  almost  like 
a  little  bird's  chirp,  then  in  a  few  days  to  whisper  her 
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own  name,  and  when  on  a  visit  from  her  mother  one  day 
she  called  out  "Mamma!  Mamma!"  the  poor  woman 
was  quite  wild  with  delight.  Little  Rachel,  though  very 
small  herself,  was  devoted  to  the  wee  babies,  and,  propped 
up  in  her  crib,  it  was  her  greatest  joy  (and  the  prettiest 
sight  possible),  to  hold  a  tiny  baby  in  her  arms  and  be 
allowed  to  feed  it,  under  the  careful  oversight  of  a  nurse. 
The  mother  had  many  foreign  ways,  and  when  little 
Rachel  left,  with  voice  quite  restored,  both  mother  and 
child  kissed  again  and  again  the  hands  of  the  faithful 
nurses. 

Walter,  a  ten  months  old  baby,  weighing  but  ten 
pounds,  was  brought  to  us,  suffering  not  only  from  ma- 
rasmus (a  word  which,  written  on  a  baby's  card,  was  once 
considered  almost  a  death  sentence),  but  from  purpura 
also,  his  body  partially  covered  with  great  purple 
blotches,  distressingly  wasted  away,  his  big  eyes 
shining  out  from  dark  cavernous  recesses,  and  with 
respiration  and  pulse  so  poor  that  at  times  it  could 
scarcely  be  told  whether  he  were  still  alive.  It  is  hard 
to  realize  the  amount  of  thought  and  of  labor  on  the 
part  of  both  physicians  and  nurses  which  must  be  given 
to  one  baby  like  this,  but  skill  and  care  triumphed,  and 
Walter  was  sent  out,  as  is  shown  in  the  photographic 
frontispiece,  so  changed  from  the  wretched  looking  little 
fellow  that  was  brought  in,  that  his  own  mother  did  not 
recognize  him. 

The  Surgical  Division,  which  was  opened  more  than 
a  year  ago,  has  proved  a  most  gratifying  success,  though 
the  labor  and  expense  it  has  involved  have  been  at  times 
almost  overwhelming.  Successful  infant  surgery  de- 
mands not  only  an  amount  of  skill  and  watchfulness  on 
the  part  of  the  ablest  surgeon  but  also  an  amount  of 
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care  from  the  best  trained  nurse  hard  to  realize.  And 
yet  the  past  year  has  shown  the  vital  need  of  such  work 
The  number  of  little  ones  in  our  Surgical  Department 
has  variel  from  8  to  i6,  while  a  volume  could  be  filled 
with  the  wonderful  results  of  surgical  skill,  at  times  it 
having  almost  seemed  as  if  a  child  had  been  re-created. 
Apparently  hopeless  cripples  have  been  sent  out  well 
and  active  ;  deformities  which  produced  frightful  dis- 
figurement have  been  overcome,  and  painful  abscesses 
which  were  slowly  draining  away  the  life  of  a  baby  have 
been  healed.  A  few  typical  cases  alone  can  be  given 
here.  It  is  intended,  however,  to  publish  from  time  to 
time  "  Reports  by  the  Physicians  of  the  Babies'  Wards," 
designed  specially  for  those  interested  in  the  details  of 
treatment,  both  medical  and  surgical.  The  first  of  these, 
taking  up  some  surgical  cases,  is  just  out,  and  copies 
may  be  obtained  at  the  wards. 

The  case  of  Charley  S  ,  a  bright  little  two-year- 
old  colored  boy,  was  a  most  important  one.  Some 
months  ago,  in  a  spirit  of  lively  investigation,  he  drank 
a  considerable  quantity  of  concentrated  lye,  producing 
stricture  of  the  oesophagus.  In  non-technical  language 
this  means  that  the  passage  conveying  food  to  the 
stomach  was  so  closed  by  the  dreadful  burn  that  a  child 
slowly  starves  to  death.  His  cure  was  only  possible  by 
means  of  a  most  critical  operation,  involving  the  open- 
ing of  the  child's  stomach.  By  the  passage  of  bougies 
of  varying  size  up  the  oesophagus  to  the  mouth,  with 
other  devices  too  technical  to  be  here  given,  the  stricture 
was  gradually  overcome.  Not  only  did  the  operation 
demand  the  greatest  skill,  but  the  after  treatment  needed 
most  careful  attention  and  was  most  tedious,  requiring 
months  for  complete  success.    Only  a  few  days  ago  did 
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Charley  return  home  full  of  vigor  and  in  the  highest 
spirits,  his  life  saved  by  the  Babies'  Wards. 

Little  Robert  was  brought  in,  at  the  very  door  of 
death  itself,  from  empyema,  so  weak  that  he  could  not 
be  carried  to  the  operating  theatre  next  door — the  only 
chance  for  life  an  immediate  operation.  The  Attending 
Surgeon  was  sent  for  at  once,  and  came,  leaving  every- 
thing for  the  hope  of  saving  this  little  waif.  The  critical 
operation  was  performed  in  our  own  ward,  eight  of  the 
physicians  who  were  studying  at  the  Post-Graduate 
crowding  into  the  tiny  space,  to  see  if  a  child  so  low 
could  be  saved.  Successful  even  beyond  expectation, 
the  operation  restored,  as  it  seemed,  life  to  the  child. 
His  gain,  though  very  slow,  was  sure,  and  great  was  the 
excitement  in  the  ward  when  one  day  Robert  was  heard 
to  clap  his  tiny  hands.  A  month  in  the  delightful 
country  home,  which  last  summer  received  our  convales- 
cents, completed  his  cure. 

Another  little  Charley,  two  years  old,  came  to  us  in 
a  most  frightful  condition,  with  malignant  gangrene 
extending  over  nine-tenths  of  his  lip  and  chin.  Not  only 
was  most  judicious  local  treatment  given,  but  general 
stimulation,  rubbing  with  cocoa  butter,  etc.,  and  every 
device  for  "  building  up "  employed  that  could  be  sug- 
gested. The  most  assiduous  nursing  was  required,  and 
constant  changing  of  the  dressings  for  the  lip.  At  first 
pallid,  with  eyes  sad  beyond  description,  with  suffer- 
ing written  on  every  line  of  his  little  dravvn-up  face, 
yet  he  soon  began  to  improve,  color  returned  to  his 
cheeks,  the  eyes  brightened,  he  smiled,  and  bolstered 
up  with  pillows  looked  out  with  some  interest  on  the 
world  around  his  crib.  Next  he  was  promoted^  to  a 
tiny  rocking  chair,  and  one  day  laughed  outright  ;  and 
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in  the  Babies'  Wards  laughter  is  a  great  criterion  of 
improvement.  Certainly  a  visitor  would  have  laughed 
if  she  could  have  watched  Charley  when  the  music  box 
(a  ceaseless  delight  to  the  children)  began  to  play. 
How  he  nodded  his  head  like  a  Chinese  Mandarin  with 
the  greatest  attention  and  solemnity,  and  beat  time  with 
both  feet  and  hands  as  if  he  were  directing  the  per- 
formance. A  plastic  operation  was  performed — as 
strength  was  gained — and  when  all  sutures  were 
removed  the  union  was  firm  and  perfect.  A  few  days 
ago  he  was  discharged  as  jolly  as  possible,  with  a 
beautiful  new  lip,  a  triumph  of  surgical  skill  over  dis- 
gusting disease  and  hideous  deformity. 

Space  forbids  the  mention  of  more  than  a  single 
additional  case  from  the  long  roll.  Katie,  whose 
pathetic  little  face  must  touch  the  heart  of  any  beholder, 
though  her  sad,  frightened  look  is  already  yielding  to 
one  of  content  and  happiness.  Katie's  father  has  a 
drinking  wife  and  three  children  to  support  on  "$7.00 
a  week  when  work  is  good."  Some  months  ago  the 
child  fell,  bringing  on  spinal  trouble  and  a  rapidly 
developing  "hump  back."  At  first  the  baby  was  quite 
neglected,  but  the  mother  was  finally  persuaded  to  take 
her  to  a  Hospital  for  the  special  treatment  of  kindred 
cases.  Too  young  to  be  admitted  to  their  Wards,  a 
plaster  jacket  was  carefully  fitted,  and  the  mother  told 
to  care  for  it  at  home. 

The  proper  care  of  a  young  child  in  a  plaster  jacket 
is  really  arduous,  and  needs  the  patience  of  at  least  a 
loving  woman.  Katie's  mother,  half  drunk,  irritated 
also  by  want,  unwilling,  perhaps  unable,  to  give  the  care 
necessary,  finally  tore  off  the  jacket,  though  she  had  been 
warned  that  the  only  chance  of  keeping  the  little  one 
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from  growing  up  a  cripple  was  its  use  for  months.  The  - 
sufferings  of  the  baby  girl,  of  course,  drew  from  her 
frequent  cries,  and  she  was  beaten  again  and  again  by 
the  frequently  infuriated  mother.  The  attention  of  a 
charitable  lady  was  drawn  to  the  sad  case,  and  through 
her  efforts  the  child  was  consigned  to  the  Society  for 
Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children,  who  brought  it  at  once 
to  the  ever  open  arms  of  the  Babies'  Wards.  Here  she 
will  be  kept  as  long  as  possible.  It  is,  however,  a  great 
problem  to  know  what  to  do  with  such  a  case.  The 
hope  of  restoration  to  health  and  activity  lies  in  keeping 
the  little  one  for  months  in  a  plaster  jacket  under  the 
oversight  of  an  intelligent  woman,  a  trained  nurse  is  not 
necessary.  There  are  in  this  city  two  excellent  Hospitals 
for  such  cases,  while  a  charming  country  Home  for 
Crippled  Children  has  recently  been  opened,  which  would 
be  the  ideal  place  for  Katie,  who  should  be  removed  from 
the  atmosphere  of  a  hospital  filled  with  such  acute 
cases  as  ours.  Everywhere  however  we  are  met  by  the 
discouraging  statement,  "Children  under  four  not  ad- 
mitted," and  we  can  understand  the  feeling  of  a  woman 
coming  to  us  the  other  day  with  the  complaint.  "There 
don't  seem  to  be  any  room  in  the  world  for  sick  babies." 

One  of  the  greatest  needs  of  the  Babies'  Wards  is  a 
snia/l  Country  Home  open  for  four  to  six  months  of  the 
year— easy  of  access  to  the  city,  where  convalescent 
children  (whose  cure  can  only  be  completed  by  removal 
from  Hospital  air),  and  where  children  needing  to  be 
"  built  up,"  before  an  operation  can  be  rightly  performed, 
should  be  sent.  Such  a  home  seems  an  absolute 
necessity  for  at  least  the  summer  months.  Among  the 
multiplicity  of  Fresh  Air  Homes  for  Mothers,  Working 
Girls,  Children,  etc.,  there  is  the  greatest  lack  of  provH 
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sion  for  sick  babies'  whose  mothers  cannot  accompany 
them.  Last  summer,  application  after  application  for 
suitable  accommodations  for  our  convalescents  was 
made  in  vain,  except  in  a  single  instance  where  the  price 
charged  placed  it  out  of  our  reach.  It  seemed  as  if 
there  was  no  room  in  the  whole  country  for  our  babies, 
when  a  warm  friend  of  the  Wards,  realizing  the  great 
need,  generously  offered  the  hospitalities  of  a  charming 
cottage  at  Rye.  Here  for  nearly  four  months  from  ten 
to  sixteen  constantly  changing  babies  were  cared  for  by 
this  devoted  friend.  Not  only  were  all  the  expenses  of 
their  maintenance  borne  by  her,  but  a  daily  loving  per- 
sonal supervision  was  given,  which,  with  the  delightful 
country  air,  was  undoubtedly  the  means  of  saving  many 
little  lives. 

We  have  undertaken  the  burden  of  furnishing  our 
new  Wards  and  greatly  increasing  our  work  in  the  city 
at  this  period  of  unusual  financial  depression.  We  feel, 
therefore,  that  it  will  be  impossible  for  us  to  assume  the 
expenses  of  building  or  even  carrying  on  a  country  home 
during  the  coming  summer.  May  we  not  appeal  to 
those  who  realize  the  importance  of  country  air  for  con- 
valescent babies,  to  provide  for  the  little  ones  of  the 
Babies'  Wards  such  a  home  as  was  generously  given 
them  last  summer. 

After  many  delays  the  new  building  of  the  Post- 
Graduate  School  and  Hospital  is  now  rapidly  approaching 
completion,  and  will  be  ready  for  occupancy  in  the  early 
spring.  A  special  division  of  this  beautiful  building 
has  been  provided  for  the  exclusive  use  of  the  Babies' 
Wards,  separated  entirely  from  the  work  of  the  general 
Hospital.  Here  we  hope  to  furnish,  as  nearly  as  possible, 
model  accommodations  for  about  double  the  number 
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of  children  now  cared  for.  No  effort  has  been  spared 
on  our  part  to  make  these  new  Babies'  Wards  not  only 
thoroughly  good  from  a  medical  point  of  view,  but  also 
as  attractive  as  possible. 

Many  of  these  rooms  will  be  furnished  in  loving 
memory  of  some  beautiful  life,  which  will  thus  prove  for 
years  to  come  the  means  of  alleviating  the  sufferings  of 
countless  little  ones.  Others  are  still  unprovided  for, 
but  we  trust  will  yet  be  undertaken.  A  charming  Sun- 
beam Parlor  and  Roof  Garden  have  been  planned  which 
we  believe  will  prove  the  most  valuable  element  possible 
in  the  cure  of  many  cases.  In  addition  to  the  large 
medical  division  which  we  hope  to  be  able  to  equip  with 
every  needed  appliance  medical  skill  can  suggest  for  the 
treatment  of  disease,  a  complete  surgical  division  has 
also  been  provided.  This  we  believe  to  be  the  first  Sur- 
gical Hospital,  as  it  were,  for  babies,  which  has  ever  been 
opened.  It  embraces  a  Reception  Ward  and  Operating 
Room  to  be  fitted  with  every  convenience  made  expressly 
for  use  there;  a  Recovery  Room,  where  the  little  ones 
may  be  kept  quiet  and  apart  for  several  days  after  oper- 
ations, and  a  general  Surgical  Ward,  under  the  personal 
charge  of  our  most  able  surgeon  and  his  skilful  assist- 
ant. We  trust  that  this  division  may  prove  the  means  of 
saving  many  lives 

The  cost  of  the  Post-Graduate  Building  has  very 
largely  exceeded  the  first  estimates,  as  the  work  has 
grown  and  new  possibilities  have  opened.  This  has  of 
course  largely  increased  the  proportionate  cost  of  the 
Babies'  Wards,  which  is  now  estimated  to  be  about 
$56,000;  of  this  some  $33,000  has  already  been  paid  in 
by  the  special  friends  of  these  Wards,  who  have  also 
assumed  the  whole  cost  of  their  furnishing.    We  are 
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most  desirous  of  raising  as  much  as  possible  of  the  re- 
maining sum  that  we  may  not  be  hampered  by  the 
payment  of  interest  on  a  large  mortgage,  and  we  trust 
that  those  interested  in  finding  hospital  accommodations 
for  the  sick  babies  of  the  poor,  will  help  us  in  this 
direction.  Will  not  those  also,  who  are  leaving  sums  in 
their  wills  for  charitable  work,  remember  the  special 
needs  of  these  little  ones,  and  make  such  gifts  to  the 
Babies'  Wards  as  will  raise  this  burden. 

We  would  make  now  the  strongest  appeal  possible 
to  all  friends  of  suffering  infancy  for  help  toward  tlie 
yearly  support  and  the  cndoii'inent  in  perpetuity  of  beds.  It  is 
on  these  beds  that  the  support  of  our  Wards  must  rest.  In 
view  of  the  overwhelming  demands  upon  us  for  hospital 
treatment,  in  these  times  of  great  distress  among  the 
poor,  we  have  felt  it  our  bounden  duty  to  add  six  extra 
beds,  in  our  present  limited  quarters,  and  at  this  writing 
the  Wards  are  caring  for  thirty-two  little  ones.  We  have 
opened  these  beds,  for  only  two  of  which  support  is  yet 
promised,  in  firm  faith  that  friends  will  be  found  to 
assume  the  $200  a  year  which  supports  one,  sheltering 
during  that  time  from  sixteen  to  twenty-two  children, 
saving  many  lives,  and  furnishing  every  alleviation  and 
comfort  for  the  little  pain  racked  bodies.  In  a  few 
weeks  we  hope  to  move  into  the  new  Babies'  Wards, 
where  at  least  twenty  more  beds  will  be  provided.  We 
cannot  however  fill  these  beds  with  the  little  ones  who 
by  scores  are  waiting  for  them,  without  your  help.  Will 
you  not  realize  the  immense  influence  of  a  single  heart 
filled  with  love  for  suffering  humanity.  There  are  un- 
doubtedly many  in  this  city  who  v^^ould  gladly  help  if 
the  need  were  known.  It  is  for  each  one  of  us  to  make 
known  the  opportunity,  and  only  when  we  have  done 
this,  does  our  responsibility  cease. 
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2d.  We  greatly  need  Annual  Subscriptions  and  Dona- 
tions for  our  Nursini^  Fund.  The  large  number  of  critical 
cases  brought  to  our  Wards  makes  it  necessary  to  pro- 
vide a  correspondingly  large  number  of  carefully  trained 
nurses.  In  our  present  quarters  even  we  now  employ 
eleven,  while  the  number  must  be  increased  in  the  new 
AVards.  When  one  realizes  the  time  consumed  in  the 
care  of  one  sick  baby  at  home,  it  will  easily  be  under- 
stood how  many  nurses  are  necessary  for  fifty.  This  is 
the  largest  item  of  our  expenses,  and  yet  the  lives  of  the 
children  must  rest  often  on  the  intelligent  trained  nurse. 
Every  dollar  spent  in  this  way  helps  to  save  a  life.  We 
therefore  beg  most  earnestly  your  assistance  in  securing 
gifts,  small  or  large,  for  this  most  vital  need. 

All  checks  should  be  made  payable  to  C.  A.  Phillips, 
Treasurer  Ladies'  Auxiliary,  23  East  48th  Street.  By 
agreement  with  the  Post-Graduate  Executive  Com- 
mittee, all  money  raised  through  the  Ladies'  Auxiliary 
is  to  be  sent  first  to  their  Treasurer.  Money  for  build- 
ing and  supported  beds  will  be  at  once  forwarded  by 
them  to  the  Post-Graduate  Treasurer.  Money  for 
nursing  will  be  paid  each  month  as  due,  while  money 
raised  for  furnishmg,  fresh  air,  and  small  emergencies, 
will  be  expended  by  the  Ladies'  Committee ;  a  full 
account  of  all  donors  being  sent  to  the  Post-Graduate. 
As  the  general  report  of  the  Post-Graduate  is  issued 
October  ist,  while  the  special  one  of  the  Babies'  Wards 
does  not  appear  till  January,  a  few  names  of  contributors 
to  the  Babies'  Wards  do  not  appear  till  the  ensuing  year 
in  the  Post-Graduate  Report. 

3d.  We  need  more  volunteer  help.  The  only  way  pos- 
sible to  carry  on  the  Babies'  Wards  with  the  compara- 
tively small  sum  now  expended  (during  the  past  year  337 


children  were  received,  over  9000  days  of  hospital  care 
given,  at  the  cost  of  $7,646.45)  is  by  the  gift  from  friends 
of  much  personal  service.  Such  help  to  be  of  real  use 
must  be  both  regular  and  conscientious.  Claims  of 
society  are  often  engrossing,  calls  for  work  come  from 
every  direction,  and  it  is  unquestionable  that  the  aid  we 
need  must  involve  some  self-sacrifice  on  your  part.  Let 
us  all  remember,  however,  that  it  is  only  through  minis- 
tries of  unselfish  helpfulness  that  our  lives  may  be 
redeemed  from  worldliness. 

The  Babies'  Wards  acknowledge  with  gratitude  the 
services  of  their  attending  Physicians  and  Surgeon,  who 
have  given  so  freely  their  time  and  skill,  upon  which 
private  demands  are  large,  for  the  best  care  of  the 
children  ;  also  of  the  Assistant  Surgeon,  who  has  paid 
such  faithful  attention  to  the  daily  details  of  surgical 
work  ;  of  the  House  Physicians,  who  have  responded  so 
promptly  to  the  calls  upon  them,  day  and  night ;  and  of 
our  Head  Nurse,  whose  conscientious  and  unwearied 
devotion  has  accomplished  so  much.  The  various 
Standing  Committees  have  worked  most  faithfully,  the 
Committee  on  Collections  has  been  of  the  greatest 
assistance,  and  the  Sunbeam  Committee  has  done  much, 
with  its  Thanksgiving  and  Christmas  treats  and  its 
constant  visits,  to  cheer  the  lives  of  the  little  ones.  A 
recently  organized  Committee  on  Donations  will  we  feel 
sure  be  a  great  help. 

Special  thanks  are  also  due  to  those  who  have  given 
valuable  aid  through  entertainments,  etc.  To  the  Stroll- 
ers' Dramatic  Club  for  the  equipment  of  a  surgical 
ward.  To  Mrs.  Alfred  Edwards  and  Mrs.  Waldon  Pell, 
under  whose  charge  a  Fair  was  given  which  supported 
three  beds,  and  made  a  large  contribution  to  the  Build- 
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ing  and  Fresh  Air  Funds.  To  Mrs.  John  T.  Hall  and 
the  T.  R.  U.  S.  T.  Society  for  a  Fair  toward  the  endow- 
ment of  a  bed.  To  the  Merrie  Makers'  Club,  to  Dr. 
Walter  Carr  and  friends,  and  to  the  Misses  Sheldon  and 
friends,  for  Fairs  in  this  city,  at  Quogue  and  at  Monmouth 
Beach.  To  the  Post-Graduate  Sewing  Class  under  Mrs.

With  so  many  causes  for  thankfulness  in  the  wonder- 
ful growth  of  our  work,  this  little  history  of  the  Babies' 
Wards  should  not  be  closed  without  mention  of  the 
shadow  which  has  fallen  upon  them  during  the  past 
year.  Two  beautiful  lives  have  passed  away,  each  so 
closely  entwined  with  the  interests  of  our  little  ones  that 
their  loss  seems  to  us  almost  irreparable.  One  a  mem- 
ber of  our  Sunbeam  Committee,  a  lovely  young  girl 
who  having  everything  to  make  life  attractive,  with 
pleasures  calling  her  away  in  every  direction,  yet  gave 
herself  so  freely  and  lovingly  to  brighten  the  weary 
hours  of  our  little  sufferers.  From  the  day  of  her  first 
visit,  when  she  sat  holding  a  little  motherless  baby  dying 
of  previous  neglect,  with  two  toddlers  clinging  to  her 
begging  to  be  taken  up— to  that  last  morning  spent  in 
soothing  the  moans  of  a  child  just  recovering  from  a 
severe  operation — she  gave  a  personal  service,  which  we 
miss  more  and  more.  And  then,  but  a  few  months  ago, 
came  to  our  Board,  the  sad  news,  that  in  a  distant  land 
had  suddenly  been  called  to  the  Heavenly  mansions. 
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one  of  our  most  valued  members.  It  is  not,  we  trust, 
disparaging  other  faithful  helpers  to  say  that  to  her 
more  than  perhaps  any  other  one  individual  is  due  the 
conception  of  our  new  Wards  At  a  period  when  many 
felt  that  the  burden  of  raising  money  toward  a  new 
building  was  greater  than  we  could  then  undertake,  her 
wise  counsels,  her  clear  judgment,  her  unwearied  efforts, 
did  much  to  make  our  attempt  a  success  In  the  midst 
of  most  engrossing  claims  on  her  time,  she  gave  an 
amount  of  personal  service  to  these  Wards  which  few 
realized  till  she  left  us,  while  in  every  emergency  her 
generous  contributions  were  offered  almost  before  the 
need  was  known.  She  possessed  in  the  rarest  degree, 
that  faithfulness  to  duties  once  undertaken,  which  alone 
makes  possible  the  highest  success.  Even  when  far 
away  her  interest  never  failed.  She  desired  to  be  kept 
informed  of  each  step  in  our  progress,  and  looked  for- 
ward to  again  taking  an  active  part  in  our  work,  which 
she  should  care  for  as  never  before 

Let  us  all  remember,  that  into  the  structure  of  the 
New  Babies' Wards  are  wrought  such  "living  stones" 
as  these.  Let  us  all  set  before  us  the  highest  standard 
of  excellence  and  struggle  to  attain  it.  Let  us  think  of 
our  work  as  done  to  the  glory  of  God,  and  let  us  realize 
that  only  by  the  conscientious  performance  of  even  the 
smallest  of  our  duties  here  can  we  accomplish  the  great 
results  f(}r  which  we  hope.

APPENDIX. 


Articles  of  Clothing  Nf.f.ded  at  the  Bakies' Wards: 

Flannel  Shirts  for  children  from  two  months  to  four 
years  old.  These  must  have  high  necks  and  long- 
sleeves. 

Shoes,  Stockings,  both  woollen  and  cotton. 

Diapers,  Flannel  Bands,  Towels,  Short  Dresses  for 
children  from  one  to  four  years,  of  gingham,  either 
pink  or  blue. 

Babies'  White  Dresses,  simply  made. 

Sacques  of  warm  outing  flannel,  pink  or  blue,  for  chil- 
dren from  two  months  to  four  years  old.  They  should 
have  four  buttons  down  the  front  with  sleeves  long 
enough  to  cover  the  child's  hand. 

Wrappers  of  warm  outing  flannel,  pink  or  blue,  should 
be  buttoned  whole  length  of  front,  and  have  sleeves 
long  enough  to  cover  the  hands. 

Pads  27  inches  square,  of  thin  unbleached  muslin,  with 
interlining  of  cotton  baiting yS'Vw/v  quilted  on. 

Coverlets  i  yard  wide  by  i>4  yards  long  of  white 
cheese  cloth  with  double  interlining  of  cotton  bat- 
ting. They  should  be  button-holed  round  the  edge 
and  caught  down  with  red  or  blue  washing  crewel. 

Warm  Cloaks  for  babies,  and  Outside  Jackets  for 
children  from  two  to  four  years,  for  use  in  roof 
garden.
